Sautéed Potatoes And String Beans 


By MARIE 
I think most of us have a favorite com- 
fort food or dish that they grew up eating. 
Today’s recipe is one for sautéed potatoes 
and string beans and is one that I still cook 
and which, years ago, we ate a lot as a side 
dish. 


4 medium sized potatoes 

1 pound fresh string beans (frozen or 
canned can also be used) 

3 tablespoons of olive oil 

2 cloves of garlic, chopped 

Salt and pepper to taste 


First, boil potatoes, with the skin on until 


al dente. Simultaneously, and in a separate 
pot, boil the string beans until tender. 

Drain both potatoes and green beans and 
let cool. 

When cooled, cut string beans into small 
pieces. Mash the potatoes roughly. 

In a large skillet, heat the olive oil, and 
when the olive oil is hot cook add the garlic. 

Add the potatoes stirring and cooking 
until potatoes are done. 

Then add the string beans and stir until 
well blended.

*2 cans (15 ounces each) black beans, 
rinsed and drained 


*1 can (15 ounces) solid-pack pumpkin 

*3 cups organic chicken broth (or veggie 
broth to make vegetarian) 

*1 can (14-1/2 ounces) diced tomatoes, 
undrained 

1 Ib organic ground beef, chicken, turkey 
(or plant based crumbles to make vegetar- 
ian) 

*l% cup fresh parsley 

*1 % Tablespoons chili powder 

1 Tablespoon ground cumin 

1-1/2 teaspoons dried oregano 

1 teaspoon herbamare or trocomare sea- 
soned salt (or just plain sea salt) 4% tsp black 
pepper

Mutations in two genes, 
specifically BRCA1 and 
BRCA2, are known to'con- 
siderably increase the risk of 
breast cancer, but research- 
ers have pondered which 
women should actually be 
tested for them. 

New 
from the U.S. Preventive 
Services Task Force (USP- 
STF) may shed some light 
on when the application of 
these risk assessment tests 
can be most beneficial. If 
a woman possesses a high 
risk, the task force advo- 
cates that she see a genetic 
counselor and perhaps be 
tested for the BRCA muta- 
tions. 

Though breast cancer 
remains prevalent, task 
force member’ Dr. Carol 
Mangione, a professor of 
medicine and public health 
at the University of Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles, points 
out that the BRCA muta- 
tions are rare, and occur in 
less than 1% of all women. 
Thus, determining whether 


recommendations . 


to test a woman for these 
mutations is a multifaceted 
decision with a myriad of 
pros and cons. She con- 
tends that women who have 
tested positive have sub- 
jected themselves to some 
dramatic surgeries and 
medications, such as hav- 
ing both breasts removed to 
prevent cancer from devel- 
oping. She also argues that 
in women who don’t have 
an increased risk of a BRCA 
mutation, the conceivable 
harms outweigh the benefits 
of testing. | 

The latest USPSTF rec- 
ommendations for BRCA 
testing were published Aug. 
20 in Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 
According to the task force, 
testing is applicable for 
women with a personal or 
family history of the follow- 
ing cancers: 

¢ Breast 

¢ Ovarian 

¢ Fallopian tube 

e Peritoneal (the’ tissue 
lining the abdomen). 

The: task force also ad- 
vised that women who 
have an ancestry linked to 


BRCA mutations, such as 
those of Ashkenazi Jewish 
descent, should also have a 
risk assessment. According 
to Dr. Padma Sheila Raja- 
gopal of the University of 
Chicago, lead author of an 
editorial published Aug. 20 
in JAMA Network Open, 
other groups that may have 
an increased risk of a BRCA 
mutation due to ancestry in- 
clude some African-Ameri- 
cans, Mexicans, Nigerians, 
and people from India. 

Contingent on the re- 
sults of a risk assessment, a 
woman may not end up re- 
quiring genetic counseling 
or testing. It’s also possible 
that a woman may have ge- 
netic counseling and then 
decide BRCA testing would 
not be advantageous for her. 
The task force also points 
out that some women don’t 
need a risk assessment at all. 
These include women who 
don’t have a family history 
of the four cancers previous- 
ly mentioned, or an ancestry 
associated with BRCA mu- 
tations.

of the American Cancer So- 
ciety agrees that BRCA test- 
ing is a pertinent issue, and 
that these new recommen- 
dations may initiate a nec- 
essary discussion. However 
he called the task force’s ap- 
proach conservative, noting 
it failed to address BRCA 
testing in men, who can also 
get breast cancer and other 
BRCA-related cancers. He 
also. was concerned that 
the USPSTF did not tackle 
direct-to-consumer testing. 
He pointed out that number 
of companies offer BRCA 
testing online, however 
these tests may not be as 
well-stuctured as a medical 
test, thus the findings might 


be inaccurate, possibly 
missing an actual mutation. 

The task force agrees 
that over-the-counter (OTC) 
genetic tests are still new 
and admits they didn’t have 
enough evidence to make 
a recommendation, noting 
that with an OTC test, you 
may not know what you’re 
getting, and a positive test 
could create quite a bit of 
anxiety. 

Lichtenfeld also ques- 
tioned the recommendation 
that every woman with a 
high risk based on her doc- 
tor’s risk assessment should 
then see a genetic counselor 
before testing, reminding us 
that the recommendations

are relying on genetic coun- 
selors, but too few are avail- 
able. This recommendation 
could result in a restricted 
access to screening for some 
women.

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Understanding The 
Family Maximum

Dear Rusty: My husband passed away when our chil- 
dren were 3 and 5 years old. I received benefits for myself, 
our two children and my 14-year-old son from a previous re- 
lationship. When my 14-year-old son turned 18, the amount 
he received stopped and-was added to ours, keeping the total 
family amount the same. Then in July of this year my young- 
est daughter tured 16 so I fell off with that amount now ~ 
going to my kids. Again, the total family amount stayed the 
same - $625.00 each for my daughter and son. The very next 
month in August, my youngest son turned 18 so of course, 
he fell off. I called Social Security and the representative 
said that she couldn’t guarantee that my son’s full amount 
will go to my daughter. It turns out that none did, decreasing 
the family amount by $625.00. My question is why was the 
family amount reduced when she still has 2 years before she 
turns 18? Signed: Confused Survivor 

Dear Confused: I understand your confusion — let me 
clarify what happened in your situation: Social Security 
(SS) sets a “Family Maximum” amount, which is the most 
all eligible family members combined can receive from a 
worker’s (your husband’s) record. SS uses a rather complex 
formula to compute the Family Maximum amount, but it 
comes out to be somewhere between 150% and 180% of 
your husband’s “primary insurance amount” (or “PIA,” 
what he was entitled to when he passed). The family maxi- 
mum is in effect whenever there are multiple beneficiaries 
on a worker’s record. 

The benefits you were personally receiving were “child 
in care” benefits which entitled you, as a surviving spouse 
with a minor child, to collect 75% of the benefit your hus- 
band was receiving, or entitled to receive, at his death. Child 
in care benefits stop when the youngest child:reaches 16 
years of age. Each of your.3 minor children, were also en- 
titled to receive 75% of their deceased father’s (or stepfa- 
ther’s) benefit amount. Minor children can receive '75% of 
the deceased parent’s benefit until they reach 18 years of age 
(or 19 if still in high school). However, all benefits are sub- 
ject to the “family maximum.” The total of benefits paid to 
all survivors of the deceased is limited tothat family maxi- 
mum and, if that amount is reached, all eligible survivors | 
share equally in that family maximum amount. Then as each 
survivor becomes ineligible due to their age, the remaining 
survivors each receive a proportional share of the family 
maximum amount, but. that adjustment cannot result in an 
individual’s benefit being more than they are otherwise en- 
titled to (their maximum individual benefit of 75% of your 
husband’s PIA). 

When your oldest son turned 18 and became ineligible, 
the sum of benefits due all remaining survivors was still 
more than the family maximum, so the family maximum 
amount was equally divided among the remaining eligible 
survivors. Then, when your eligibility for child-in-care ben- 
efits ceased when your youngest turned 16, your two re- 
maining minor children each received either a) their equal 
share of the family maximum, or b) 75% of their father’s 
PIA (their normal entitlement as a surviving minor child). 
When your youngest son turned 18 and became ineligible, 
your youngest daughter was then eligible to receive only 
her full benefit as a minor surviving child (75% of your hus- 
band’s benefit), which she can continue to receive until she 
is 18 (or 19 if still in high school). So, as you can see, the 
family maximum isn’t an amount which is fully available to 
any survivor, it is an amount that restricts the total amount 
which can be paid to all when there are multiple eligible 
survivors. 

Please note that at age 60 you are once again eligible for 
a surviving spouse benefit, which will be based upon 100% 
of the benefit your husband was entitled to at his death, sub- 
ject, of course, to normal reductions and earnings restric- 
tions for claiming benefits before your full retirement age.

$8.5M Sought For Special Education Center

A request to borrow $8.5 
million to purchase a Wol- 
laston. office building and 
convert it into a special edu- 
cation center was introduced 
at the most recent meeting 
of the City Council. 

The bond request, intro- 
duced Oct. 7, was referred 
to the council’s_ finance 
committee for consideration 
at a later date. 

At a press conference 
earlier this month, Mayor 
Thomas Koch and Super- 
intendent Dr. Richard De- 
Cristofaro announced plans 
to purchase the building at 
180 Old Colony Ave. and 
renovate the three-story, 
52,900-square-foot building 
into a new special education 
center that could open as 
soon as next fall. 

_ The $8.5 million bond 

would cover the cost of pur- 
chasing and renovating the 
building. Eastern Nazarene 
College owns the building, 
which is located behind 
Central Middle School. It 
is home to several tenants, 


including the Woodward 


School, which is using the 
building on a temporary ba- 
sis while its home in Quincy 
Center is being renovated. 
The school system cur- 
rently transports 152 spe- 
cial education students to 
schools outside the city, 
DeCristofaro said, at a cost 


of $80,000 to $100,000 an- 


vention Services 


Koch said the new build- 
ing would be able to ac- 
commodate 30 to 40 of 
those students, saving the 
city between $300,000 and 
$500,000 each year, even 
after accounting for debt 
service payments for the 
building and the cost to staff 
and maintain the facility. 


Special education students 


currently attending schools 


_ in Quincy could likewise be 


accommodated in the new 


facility; the building could 
potentially take in students 
from other school districts 
as well. 

The facility wand ac- 
commodate students from 
pre-kindergarten to middle 
school, officials said. Laura 
Owens, the assistant to the 
superintendent, said the cat- 
egories of students with spe- 
cial needs who would move 
to the new building has yet 


to be determined. 

“We are still in the pro- 
cess of. figuring out what 
they will be,” she told The 
Sun. 

Koch said he would 
like to see the City Coun- 
cil approve the bond be- 
fore the end of December. 
The School Committee and 
school administrators would 
then work to determine pro-

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Councillors Seek T Shuttle 
Buses Between Squantum 
Point Park, NQ Station

City councillors are 
backing Rep. Bruce Ayers’ 
call for the MBTA to pro- 
_ Vide shuttle bus service 
between Squantum Point 
Park and the North Quincy 
Red Line station to compen- 
sate for the loss of parking 
spaces at the latter during 
construction of a mixed-use 
development. 

Councillors approved the 
resolution, introduced by 
Ward 6 Councillor William 
Harris, in a unanimous vote 
on Oct. 7. 

Ayers in August asked 
the MBTA to utilize Yankee 
shuttle buses — which had 
been running shuttle service 
to Wollaston station while 
it was being renovated — to 
provide service between 
North Quincy station and 
Squantum Point Park after 
Wollaston reopened _ that 
month. 

Squantum Point Park, 
owned by the state Depart- 
ment of Conservation and 
Recreation, holds 800 park- 
ing spaces and is a stop on 
the Winthrop ferry, which 
provides service to Boston 
through next month. Ayers 
said running shuttles be- 
tween the station and the 
park would give commuters 
the option of riding the fer- 
ry in lieu of taking the Red 
Line to Boston. Commuters 
could also park at Sqnan- 
tum Point Park in case there 


is no parking available at 


North Quincy while con- 
struction is underway. 

Harris on Oct. 7 said the 
reopening of Wollaston sta- 
tion, which has some 400 
parking spaces on site, did 
not make up for the loss of 
600 parking spaces at North 
Quincy when construction 
of the new development be- 
gan earlier this year. 


“While Wollaston com- 
ing back brings some spaces 
back into the fold, it isn’t 
enough to adequately make 
up for the loss in parking,” 
Harris said. 

“The MBTA has offered 
some positive mitigation 
projects as part of the con- 
struction...but the current 
mitigation plan does not go 
far enough to provide ad- 
equate relief for frustrated 
commuters.” 

Harris noted Squantum 
Point Park is less than two- 
and-half miles from the 
North Quincy station, and 
the city has completed the 
extension of Commander 
Shea Boulevard to provide 
access to the park so driv- 
ers can access it without 
traversing through Marina 
Bay. The extension of the 
roadway was funded by the 
state as part of the mitiga- 
tion package. 

Councillor Nina Liang, 
who resides in North Quin- 
cy, thanked Ayers and Har- 
ris for raising the issue with 
the MBTA because the loss 
of parking spaces at North 
Quincy station has nega- 
tively impacted traffic in the 
area. 
“IT am thrilled you guys 
are staying on top of that 
with them, making sure that 
they are being held account- 


able to continue to help 


mitigate essentially what 
is a commuting nightmare 
in that neighborhood right 
now,” Liang said. “I will 
continue to work with you 
guys to hold their feet to the 
fire.” 

Councillor Noel DiBo- 
na said the parking area at 
Squantum Point Park is un- 
derutilized and establishing 
shuttle service to and from it 
would be a win-win. 

“There is a parking lot 


there that is underutilized, 
and you have all these spac- 
es, with the construction at 
North Quincy, not being 
utilized,” he said. “It isa 
win-win for the city and our 
residents to encourage ferry 
service and to encourage the 
mitigation of all these park- 
ing concerns.” 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said the T needs to 
work with Quincy officials 
to make up for the lack of 
parking at North Quincy. 

“They really do have 
to work with the city to be 
able to help move people in 
and out of the stations to get 
them in and out of town,” 
she said. “I’m really hoping 
they listen to this and they 
push forward and provide 
the shuttle buses.” 

Construction of _ the 
mixed-use project at North 
Quincy began in Febru- 
ary, when some 600 park- 
ing spaces on the Hancock 
Street side of the station 
closed. Another 600 spaces 
remain open at the station, 
including ones in the lot on 
Newport Avenue and others 
on the Hancock Street side. 

The new development 
on site, named The Abby 
in honor of Abigail Adams, 
will be home to 610 apart- 
ments, 45,000 square feet of 
retail space and parking for 
1,600 vehicles, including 
852 spaces for MBTA users. 
The developers behind the 
proposal have said Target 
will move into the site once 
it is complete. 

The first phase of the 
project, which includes the 
new parking garage at the 
heart of the development, 
is set for completion next 
summer. The remainder of 
the site should be finished 
by 2022.

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Treatment Center Plans 
Back Before ZBA

A proposal to open a new 
facility on Broad Street of- 
fering medication-assisted 
treatment to patients with 
substance-use disorders 
is back before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

The ZBA in February de- 
nied Habit OPCO’s request 
for a special permit to move 
into 39 Broad St. Board 
members at that time cited 
concerns with traffic in the 
area and the possibility that 
the treatment center could 
attract additional patients if 


‘it moved to the building on 
_ Site. 


The applicant — subse- 
quently appealed that deci- 
sion in Superior Court. City 
Solicitor Jim Timmins on 
Oct.-8 told the board that a 
judge remanded the matter 
back to the ZBA after find- 
ing the proposal would not 
impact traffic and parking in 
the area. 

“The court did not make 
any sort of conclusion ‘or 
finding that anything was 
done in bad faith, but there 
was a concern that prevent- 
ing this use from going into 
39 Broad was not going to 
make things substantially 
worse and. it also wasn’t re- 
ally going to make anything 


all that different or better,” 
Timmins said. 

“Your attempt to address 
the situation by not allowing 
this to go forward was an- 
nulled by the court.” 

The judge remanded the 
matter to give members a 
chance to impose condi- 
tions, Timmins added. The 
city solicitor said he and In- 
spectional Services Director 
Jay Duca are working with 
the applicant to draft those 
conditions, including ones 
relative to parking on site. 
Timmins said those condi- 
tions should be ready to 
vote on at the board’s Oct. 
22 meeting. 

Habit OPCO has been lo- 
cated in Quincy for the past 
three decades, Carolyn Mur- 
ray, the applicant’s attorney, 
told the board in February, 
and currently does business 
in the city as the Quincy 
Comprehensive Treatment 
Center. The company has a 
counseling center at 1515 
Hancock St. and offers 
medication-assisted _treat- 
ment, which is provided out 
of a van at a different Broad 
Street address. 

Habit OPCO had pro- 
posed to consolidate its 
operations at 39 Broad St., 
offering counseling and 
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medication-assisted _treat- 
ment on site. The building 
at 39 Broad St. is home to 
a plumber, an auto parts and 
veterinary warehouse and 
retailer, Murray said, and 
Habit OPCO was seeking to 
move into the space occu- 
pied by the plumber. 

Habit OPCO serves some 
160 patients at its Quincy 
locations. Each patient re- 
ceiving medication-assisted 
treatment also _ receives 
counseling, typically once 
a week. 

Matthew Davis, the com- 
pany’s regional vice presi- 
dent, said most medication 
is distributed between 
5:45 and 9 a.m. Most of 
the counseling takes place 
during that time frame as 
well with additional coun- 
seling and intake appoint- 
ments through the rest of 
the morning. Administrative 
meetings take place until 2 
p-m., when most employees 
leave. Counseling is pro- 
vided on one evening each 
week as well. 

Davis said Habit OPCO 
formerly had mobile vans 
in Brockton, Taunton and 
Lakeville in addition to 
Quincy. The other three 
communities now have clin- 
ics located in permanent 
sites.

DeCristofaro said the 
state’s visit was in response 
to the city’s Statement of 
Interest submission to the 
MSBA last February _ that 
basically is an application 
outlining the school’s defi- 
ciencies and seeking the au- 
thority’s approval for a new 
facility.

budget for the project. After 
this, a design plan is drawn 
up and submitted for re- 
view and approval. Finally, 
a funding agreement is then 
inked between the state and 
the city that clears the way 
for construction to begin. 

If the MSBA ultimately 
approves the plan, they 


would award Quincy a grant’ 


that would pay for more 
than half of eligible con- 
struction costs.

“In 45 years, it has not 
received any substantial 
upgrades or improvements 
to the infrastructure or to 
the interior, exterior struc- 
tures,” the statement read.

would provide the academic 
needs for a new generation 
of learners. 

“Aside from the im- 
provements needed to the 
physical plant, educational 
components crucial for 21st 
century elementary schools 
are lacking, specifically 
classrooms equipped for the 
integration of educational 
technology and STEM (Sci- 
ence Technology Engineer- 
ing Math}concepts integral 
for standards-based instruc- 
tion for regular education, 
special education and Eng- 
lish’ Language Learners,” 
read the statement. “Squan- 
tum’s nurse’s office, student 
support staff offices, cafete- 
ria/gymnasium and media 
center are all undersized and 
under-equipped by modern 
educational standards.” 

Quincy’s application is 
one of more than 100 the 
state receives yearly seeking 
funding for new schools. 

“They come out and take 
a look at a lot of buildings 
across the state and then de- 
cide which ones ae the ones 
in most of need,” the super- 
intendent said.

City councillors have 
Cleared the way for a pro- 
posed ‘new self-storage fa- 
cility that would be located 
on part of the Home Depot 
site in South Quincy. 

The Planning Board must 
still approve of the proj- 
ect before construction of 
the new building can com- 
mence. The board held a 
hearing on the plan in Sep- 
tember and is scheduled to 
take up the matter again on 
Nov. 13. 

RJ Kelly Company of 
Burlington has proposed 
constructing the four-story 
self-storage building, which 
would include 1,280 units, 
at 465-480 Centre - Street 
— the section of Home De- 
pot’s parking lot closest to 
the Quincy Adams MBTA 
station. The site. includes 
149,000 square feet of land 
in an Industrial A zoning 
district. The developer has 
proposed including 25 park- 
ing spaces on site, plus four 
loading bays for its custom- 
ers. 
The self-storage facil- 
ity would operate under the 
Stor-U-Self brand, which 
is a subsidiary of RJ Kelly. 
The company owns 35 Stor- 
U-Self -facilities in Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and 


‘New Hampshire. Those lo- 
cations include more than 
20,000 individual storage 
units. 

Councillors on Oct. 7 
were asked to amend the 
2001 special permit granted 
to Home Depot to allow de- 
velopment of the parking lot 
in question, by reducing the 
number of parking spaces 
the honie improvement store 
is required to have on site. 
Councillors approved doing 
so-in an 8-0 vote; Ward 3 
Councillor Ian Cain was not 
present that night. 

Gareth Orsmond, the ap- 
plicant’s attorney, said the 
2001 special permit required 
Home Depot have some 585 
parking spaces on.site. The 
city’s zoning code requires 
a store of Home Depot’s 
size, 136,000 square feet, in 
an Industrial A area to have 
272 spaces on site, Orsmond 
said. 

The section of the park- 
ing lot on which the new 
self-storage facility would 
be built includes 188 spaces, 
leaving Home Depot with 
nearly 400 spaces, includ- 
ing 30 used seasonally, Or- 
smond said, well above the 
number required in the zon- 
ing ordinance. 

“Home Depot will have 
well over 100 more spaces

than are required under the 
existing zoning bylaw and 
they feel that is more than 
sufficient to satisfy their 
needs for parking,” he said. 

The Home Depot store 
would remain in compliance 
with all other aspects of the 
city’s zoning code after the 
loss of the 3.42-acre area 
to make way for the new 
storage facility, Orsmond 
added. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci, whose district in- 
cludes the Centre Street site, 


. Said he would support the 


proposal. Palmucci hosted a 
community meeting on the 
plan this summer and said 
constituents. he has heard 
from support the idea. 

“The general sentiment 
from anybody I have talked 
to who have raised this is- 
sue with me or lives in the 
neighborhood, is that ‘thank 
God it’s not residential,’” he 
said. “Self-storage doesn’t 
knock my socks off, it’s not 
exciting, but it’s a Home 
Depot parking lot — also not 
exciting.” 

Palmucci also _ noted 
Home Depot would remain 
in compliance with the park- 
ing requirements in the zon- 
ing code, the development 
would provide new growth 
for the city’s tax base, and

the home improvement 
store’s customers would be 
unable to park in a residen- 
tial area if there were not 
enough parking spaces on 
site. 

“If they are wrong about

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On Wednesday, Oct. 9, members of the Quincy Police 
Drug Control Unit (DCU) conducting surveillance on Pond 
Street due to complaints of drug activity. 

The unit was focused on a particular male who is well 

‘known as a low level drug dealer and a cocaine abuser 
(crack). He has been involved in numerous past investiga- 
tions where crack and/or cocaine were recovered from him. 
Numerous residents complained of drug activity, namely 
after 4 p.m., and suspect vehicle information was provided 
to the DCU. Residents added that “The hallway smells like 
burning plastic.” (Believed to be crack cocaine). 

At approximately 6:40 p.m., Detective O*Rourke ob- 
served a male suspect leave his apartment and walk to a 
néarby convenience store, where he met up with an un- 
known male and female. They then walked back to the 
apartment and after ten minutes, the male exited and re- 
turned to the store. The suspect and the female remained 
in the residence. It is believed that a buy was conducted and 
that the suspect brought the couple back to his apartment 
for the sale. 

At 7:12 p.m., Detectives Donovan and O’Brien observed 
a Ford pull into the rear parking atea of 39 Pond St. De- 
tectives observed a male driver wearing an orange top and 
baseball style hat and a blonde female (passenger) walk into 
the building via the back door. Detective Bossart queried the 
registration and found it to be a rental from a small company 
that has rented to other drug sellers in the area. Drug dealers 
use these vehicles so they can conceal their identities and 
criminal histories from law enforcement. 

Upon running the query, it showed that the vehicle had 
been run by Newton Police Officers the prior evening (Oct. 
8 at 5:59 p.m.). Detective Donovan contacted the Newton 
officer who said his department conducted a prostitution in- 
vestigation and the vehicle in question arrived at the meet 
location after an undercover officer arranged a “date” at the 
hotel. It was observed to be operated by a male, with a fe- 
male in the front passenger’s seat and another in the back 
seat. 

The Newton officer stated the vehicle circled the lot and 
they believe the parties in question detected a police pres- 
ence and fled.

ing this time, Detective O’Rourke observed and retrieved 
three knotted plastic corner bags of crack cocaine from the 
rear seat where the female had been seated. The female was 


_ asked where she got the drugs and she confessed that she 


was driven to the Pond Street address and purchased the 
three bags for $100, using a $100 bill. 

When asked how the deal was arranged, the female said 
she made a telephone call, placed the order and called to get 
into the apartment. Detective Glennon made note of the cell 
phone number she called. Detectives advised the vehicle’s 
occupants that they would be summonsed to court. 

Detective Glennon contacted Detective O’Brien to in- 
form him of the recovery of the crack cocaine. Minutes later 
the dealer exited the Pond Street apartment and was stopped 
by Detective Donovan who gave him his Miranda Warnings 
to which he stated he understood. Upon being told crack 
cocaine had been recovered from the female, he denied be- 
ing involved although he identified the male who was wear- 
ing an orange sweatshirt and a baseball hat as the dealer. 
This description and time frame matches the occupants of 
the Ford observed entering the lot at 7:12 p.m. He admitted 
to being in the hall and witnessing the deal, adding that the 
male comes by frequently and that people stop in when he 
is on the premises. 

At this time all members of the Drug Unit believed that 
the occupants of the Ford were involved in a conspiracy to 
distribute crack cocaine. This male was informed he would 
be summonsed for distribution of Class B drug as well as 
conspiracy and sent on his way. At this time a decision was 
made to effect an arrest of the suspects in the Ford for distri- 
bution of Class B as well as conspiracy. 

At 7:54 p.m., these suspects exited the apartment and got 
into the Ford. Detectives used their vehicles to block in 
the suspects and then remove them from their vehicle. After 
being told of the charges, the driver began.a tirade, yelling 
and swearing about the incident and accused the Detectives 
of harassment. His tirade escalated and became so loud that 
numerous residents came to their windows to view the spec- 
tacle as it unfolded. He was advised numerous times to calm 
down to no avail. 

Detective Bossart performed a search of this suspect and 
recovered three folds of currency, with a total of $1,160 on 
his person.

He was assigned to 

Kessler Field in Mississippi 

and graduated from the Boe- 

ing aircraft factory school, 

where he spoggelirne on the 
B-29, 

Pearce was discharged 
on Oct. 5, 1945, and re-en- 
listed in the regular Army 
the same day. He was as- 
signed ‘at first to Grand Is- 
land, Nebraska, and from 
there went to Roswell, New 
Mexico, where served dur- 
ing an atomic bomb test. He 
was then sent to Bikini Atoll 
during Operation Cross- 
roads, a’ series of atomic 
bomb tests. After returning 
to the U.S., Pearce was as- 
signed to Grand Island and 
was set to take part in the 
Alaska “frigid test.” 

Pearce was one of 11 
crew members killed when 
the B-29 in which they were 
flying crashed into Battle 
Mountain, Nevada, on Oct. 
1, 1946, during a routine 
flight from Nebraska to 
Sacramento. Pearce was the 
ground crew chief aboard 
the plane. 

He was 20 years old at 
the time of his death. 

Pearce, who resided at 74 


Walnut St. in North Quincy, 
was buried in Mount Wol- 
laston Cemetery. He was in- 
terred alongside other fam- 
ily members, with a simple 
marker to denote his final 
resting place. 

That changed when 
Quincy’s graves registration 
officer, George Bouchard, 
and Linda Perchard, a vol- 
unteer and member of the 
city’s the Cemetery Board 
of Managers, began re- 
searching veterans’ graves 
inside the cemetery, 

As Perchard was com- 
piling information on each 
veteran interred at the cem- 
etery, she learned there 
was no headstone to mark 
Pearce’s grave. 

“We were doing a folder 
on each veteran,” she said in 
a phone interview. “When I 
came to him...I found out 
he didn’t have a headstone.” 

Perchard then put togeth- 
er a packet of information 
on Pearce, Bouchard said. 
He submitted that informa- 
tion as part of an application 
to the U.S. Department of 
Veterans Affairs for a new 
headstone honoring Pearce. 

The VA delivered the new 
headstone five weeks later,

and it was put into place on 
Oct. 1, 73 years to the day 
after was Pearce was killed 
in the plane crash. Bouchard 
said the cemetery workers 
who installed the headstone 
understood its significance. 

“They were very pro- 
fessional,” Bouchard said.

Cont’d From Page I 
in higher than expected this 
summer, however, and Koch 
proposed a $17.82 million 
bond to cover the costs of

The $3.5 million bond 
introduced Oct. 7 covers 
the difference between the 
$14.32 million bond ap- 
proved in September and the 
$17.82 million cost for the 
seawall and other projects.

The board on Ost. 8 ap- 
proved Stephen Niosi’s plan 
to construct the five-story 
building at 29-31 and 35- 
39 Newcomb Street. The 
two parcels contain 26,135 
square feet of land in a Busi- 
ness C zoning district, with 
a single-family home and a 
two-family home currently 
on site. 

The bottom two levels 
would include 64 parking 


spaces, while the 39 apart-— 


ments — 18 one-bedroom 
units and 21 with two bed- 
rooms — are located on the 
three upper floors. The de- 
veloper had previously pro- 
posed to build 52 units on 
site but reduced the size of 
the building to allay neigh- 
bors’ concerns about the 
scale of the project. 

The board voted 4-1 in 
favor of the proposal, with 
chairman Martin Aikens 
casting the dissenting vote. 
The board attached condi- 
tions, previously recom- 
mended by the city’s Plan- 
ning Department, to its 
approval of the project 

The applicant had gone 
before the board on Sept. 
24, at which time eight resi- 
dents, including Councillor 
Anne Mahoney, voiced their 
opposition to the. proposal. 
The board did not take a 
vote that night at the request 
of Aikens, who wanted more 
time to consider the matter. 

At the outset of the Oct. 
8 hearing, Aikens said the 
building would be too big 
for Newcomb Street and 
was concerned about shad- 
Ows it could cast over near- 
by homes. 

“T really think that creates 
a big void for the people be- 
hind them as far as the sun. 
That’s just my opinion,” Ai- 
kens said. “There are a lot of 
residents there and I have a 
problem with a building that 
size on that street.” 

The public hearing on 
the item was closed at the 
Sept. 24 meeting, so resi- 
dents who attended the Oct. 
8 meeting were unable to 
speak that night. 

Ward 1 Councillor Da- 
vid McCarthy was given 
the chance to speak at the 
meeting last week, and said 
he remained opposed to the 
project for several reasons, 
including the building be- 
ing too big for the neighbor- 
hood.

In response to the con- 
cerns raised by McCarthy 
and Aikens, Rob Fleming, 
Niosi’s attorney, said the 
project had been thoroughly 
vetted by various city de- 
partments and an outside 
peer reviewer. The building, 
Fleming said, would not 
lead to increased flooding in 
the area. 

“We are not going to be 
exacerbating any condi- 
tions,” he said. “We’re tak- 
ing further measures by pro- 
viding some compensatory 
storage on site, which is not 
required, but we’re doing 
that, so the flooding con- 
cerns shouldn’t be there.” 

Traffic concerns had also 
been vetted, Fleming said, 
and the Planning Depart- 
ment’s recommended condi- 
tions include restrictions on 
hours of operation for de- 
liveries because of the proj- 


-ect’S proximity to Quincy 


High School.

I have a new Nissan and 
now have about 12,000 
miles on it. The dealer 
has me coming in every 
3,750 miles for routine oil 
changes. I’ve asked about 
using synthetic oil, so I 
could stretch out the time 
between oil changes. The 
dealer tells me synthetic 
oil isn’t -a good idea and I 
should stay with the 3750 
mile service. The isn’t a 
sports car just an Altima 
sedan, so I would think 
synthetic oil would be just 
fine and last longer. What 
is your thought? 

I believe there are 
enough advantages to syn- 
thetic oil to consider switch- 
ing from conventional oil 
On just about every vehicle. 
Synthetic oil offers bet- 
ter lubrication in extreme 
temperatures, offers greater 
protection against wear and 
keeps the engine cleaner 
than conventional oil. As 
good as synthetic oil is ‘it 
doesn’t allow extended oil 
change intervals. According 
to Nissan’s service records, 
oil changes should be per- 
formed at 5000 mile inter- 
vals. | 

I locked 1 my keys in my 
car (I should have called 
AAA). and a family mem- 
ber used. a long piece of 
wire to get the door un- 
locked and ripped the rub- 


_ ber weather strip around — 


the door: Can I glue this 
together or do I have to 
replace,the entire weather

At AAA we use a similar 
technique but use a non-me- 
tallic tool, protective guards 
and a “air-wedge” to allow 
-damage free unlocking. 
Depending on the damage, 
a little weather strip adhe- 
sive should fix the problem. 
You can buy weather strip 
adhesive at most auto-parts 
or body shop supply stores. 
If the main section of the 
weather strip is loose, you 
can secure it with the same 
adhesive. 

After driving about 
two miles I lost the power 
steering in my Jeep. It ap- 
pears that I left a trail of 
fluid when I left my park- 
ing space. I never got any 
symptoms of something 
wrong until this happened. 
Now my shop says that 
a hose burst, arid I may 
need a new power steering 
pump, hoses and maybe 
even a complete steering 
gear, because I drove it 
“dry.” This is going to cost 
a fortune, is this possible? 

Yes, it is possible, but 
may not. be as extensive or 
as expensive as your shop 
is leading you to believe. 
The shop may just be giving 
you a worst-case scenario. I 

would start with replacing 
the line that burst and see 
how the system performs. If 
the repairs are more exten- 


sive you could also look into 
parts from a salvage yard as 
a cost-effective economical 
repair. 

Ihave a 1965 Ford Mus- 
tang. It is a great little fun 
car with a simple six-cylin- 
der engine. I don’t drive it 
often but normally to get 
the car going, I pump the 
gas a couple of times and 
it fires right up. Lately it 
cranks until the battery 
just about goes dead and 
then it starts up. When it 
starts it runs a bit rough 
until the engine warms up. 
Any idea what is going on? 

I would look at the basics 
to see what is happening. 
Start with simple diagnos- 
tics; is the choke closing and 
when you pump the gas can 
you see fuel squirting from 
the accelerator pump? A 
lazy carburetor choke plate, 
or carburetor that drains 
back to the tank ‘could be a 
problem. Other issues could 
be a weak fuel pump, even 


a. leaking fuel line could add . 


to the problem. If the fuel 
system looks okay, a weak 
ignition system can also 
cause poor starting with a 
cold engine. 

I’m considering an 
electric car and was won- 
dering do I need to have a 
charging station at home. I 
do have a garage so charg- 
ing the car would be easy. 

I recently drove a Nis- 
san Leaf with. the larger 
long-range battery. The 
car was a good performer, 
both around town and out 
on the highway. The battery 
if completely discharged 
would take 36 hours to re- 
charge using standard house 
current. With a level-2 (240- 
volt) charger it would eas- 
ily charge overnight. What 
was nice about the Leaf, the 
charging cable could plug 
into a 240-volt outlet, simi- 
lar to an electric dryer. An 
electrician could easily wire 
a 240-volt outlet into your 
garage and make charging a 
Car as easy as charging your 
phone. 

I have a Mazda 5 with 
bucket seats, the driver’s 
seat back no longer locks 
into place and is moving 
when I drive. What kind 
of a repair shop do I need 
to contact to look at it? 

Just about any kind of 


‘shop: (body or general re- 


pair) could fix this issue, 
although a body shop per- 
forms these types of repairs 
more often. Many times, 
when a car is involved in 
a crash the seat back lock 
mechanism can become 
damaged. Some shops may 
want to replace the seat with 
a used seat, othérs may dis- 
assemble the seat and repair 
what is broken. My sugges- 
tion is to shop around a bit 
you may find prices vary 
based on how the repair is 
accomplished.

How should I 
proceed? 

The first step is to check 
the transmission fluid level. 
Your Volvo unlike some 


- Other vehicles has a trans- 


mission dipstick, allowing 
for quick and easy fluid 
checks. Low transmission 
fluid will certainly cause 
slipping. If the fluid is low 
add and reevaluate the trans- 
mission and repair the leak. 
If the fluid is ok, the next 
step would be to look -for 
electronic problems. The 
control module will store 
fault codes, if no codes are 
present, then the transmis- 
sion will most likely need to 
be overhauled. 

My 2009 Ford Focus is 
about to hit 90,000 miles. 
It’s been a reliable car, 
and other than muffler, 
brakes and tires, and reg- 
ular oil changes, not much 
has been done for the car 
in 10 years. What services 
should I be looking to have 
done preventively at this 
milestone? 

Keep doing exactly what 
you are doing. Pay attention 
to the vital fluids and re- 
place them as necessary. As 
the car is entering its 11th 
year some things are just 
destined to wear out. This 
could be the starter, alter- 
nator, radiator, wiper motor 
and door locks and window 
motors. At this age you just 
need to accept some parts 
are just going to wear out. 
The best thing you can do 
is have a good repair tech- 
nician give the car a yearly 
physical. This way they can 
give you an idea of the car’s 
over all condition and let 
you know if you are “throw- 
ing good money after bad”. 

I work in a parking lot 
with hundreds of vehicles. 
As I walk into work, I 
can’t help wondering why 
so many different makes 
of cars having clear/color 
coat peeling problems. I 
see it mostly on the hood 
and roof. What is going 
on? 

Today, vehicle paint is 
much kinder to the environ- 
ment and to the people who 
apply it. The primer coat is 
also very corrosion tesistant 
and Pi ag prevent ‘ vehicle 

. The base ‘coat of 
nan ei. even be electro- 
Statically applied. The is- 
sue that I have seen is that 
as good as these paints are, 
their ability to reject. ultra- 
violet light is in some cases 
poor. As the UV light at- 
tacks the paint/primer it will 
start to chalk, and the paint 
will start to fail. The most 
common areas are flat pan- 
els, the hood, roof and trunk 
when the paint dries out and 
oxidizes.

Prius and have been told 
the throttle body needs to 
be serviced. What is throt- 
tle body service and when 
is it necessary? 

The throttle body on a 
fuel injected vehicle is the 
valve that allows air into the 
engine to mix with the fuel. 
This valve is controlled by 
the accelerator. The throt- 
tle can get contaminated, 
gummy, and sticky. The first 
symptom is a cold engine 
hesitation and a low idle. 
Cleaning a throttle body 
is considered preventative 
maintenance, although in- 
terestingly some manufac- 
turers caution against it. If 
the engine is hesitating or 
the throttle has excessive 
amounts of deposits have 
the throttle body cleaned. If 
the engine is running well 
has a smooth idle it may not 
be necessary. 

I have a Toyota Avalon, 
Toyota says they use world 
standard transmission flu- 
id which never needs to be 
changed! Is that true, my 
car is a 2010, should the 
fluid be changed to keep 
the transmission running 
smooth? 

Changing the transmis- 
sion fluid is dictated by how 
you drive. Under normal 
circumstances there is no 


reason to change the fluid.

from the vehicle were five phones. 

Due to the past intelligence of the male suspect con- 
cealing drugs in his crotch/buttocks area as well as the col- 
lective experience of the detectives that drug dealers have 
females conceal narcotics at their behest, the decision was 
made to have a canine sniff performed for both suspects. 
Prior to booking at the station, Officer Dabilis and his pas- 
sive narcotics canine, Karl, performed a sniff of the air- 
space around the separated suspects. 

Officer Dabilis informed detectives that Karl alerted to 
a narcotic odor coming from both parties. During this time, 
detectives observed the male to be keeping his feet close 
together while he appeared to be clenching his buttocks. 
Detectives advised the male suspect that they believed that 
he was hiding drugs in his buttocks but he denied this. He 
was placed in a cell and monitored closely.. 

The detectives used the totality of circumstances to 
believe the male suspect was hiding drugs based on prior 
intelligence, canine alert and the underlying criminal of- 
fenses. Furthermore, by not submitting to the search, it was 
believed that the male suspect was attempting to impede 
the investigation and that a failure to conduct an authorized 
strip search could lead to harm to himself, other prisoners 
and the detectives assigned to monitor him. Essentially, al- 
lowing a prisoner who may have narcotics on their person 
jeopardizes the integrity of the cell block area and pres- 
ents a serious danger. It was decided that the suspect would 
be monitored closely until‘he was brought to court, where 
the detectives would request a judge intervene. The fact 
that crack cocaine, Methamphetamine and Suboxone were 
found in their possession was vital. 

Back at the station Detective Powers dialed the number 
obtained in the car stop and when it rang, it came back to 
one of the five cell phones found in the suspect’s posses- 
sions. While monitoring the cell block, detectives saw the 
suspect fiddling with the rear of his pants and advised him 
to cease but he continued, so he was handcuffed in the front 
to prevent him from potentially destroying evidence. 

The suspect, a 26-year-old Boston resident, with strong 
ties to Quincy, was charged with distribution of Class B 
- subsequent offense, distribution of Class D, possession 
of Class B - subsequent offense, conspiracy to violate the 
Controlléd Substances Act, impeding/interfering with a 
police investigation and disorderly conduct. 

The female, a 21-year-old Weymouth resident, was 
charged with distribution of Class B and conspiracy to vio- 
late the Controlled Substances Act. The male suspect who 
lives in the apartment will be summonsed for distribution 
of Class B and conspiracy to violate the Controlled Sub- 
stances Act. 

Ultimately, it is the belief of all detectives that the two 
suspects arrested conspired with the tenant/suspect to dis- 
tribute crack cocaine to customers arriving there constant- 
ly. Evictions are soon to follow!

(The most recent update prior to posting this story is 
that the suspect was going to be brought to a hospital where 
the drugs would be removed by a surgeon if the suspect 
didn’t comply.)

Water Carriers --- Every- 
day life was often depicted 
in paintings or figurines in 
the days when photographs 
were unknown. Familiar 
workers like firemen, sol- 
diers, farmers or royalty 
were made from porcelain 
or metal. Sevéral impor- 
tant factories, including the 
Royal Worcester company 
of England, Royal Dux, 
Zsolnay, | Goldscheider, 
Hummel, Lladro. and 
KPM, made water-carrier 
figures of porcelain. Oth- 
ers created bronze figures. 
They must have had a very 
important, very familiar 
job to have been subjects 
for so many makers. 

Most people today do not 
realize that the water carri- 
er was an important person. 
Water had to be scooped 
from a well, then walked 
to the center of the city or 
perhaps carried in a cart, 


where it. was. ladled into 
containers held by custom- 


ers. There were no wells or 
piped-in water supplies. 

The figures were very sim- 
ilar -- usually a pair, a man 


and a woman, each holding- 


a pouring jug and a large 
container of water. They 
were wearfing the com- 
mon clothes of the country. 
The woman often carried 
the water bottle on her 
head. Each figure was 10 
to 15 inches tall, and most 
were glazed in appropriate 
colors. A pair of marked 
Royal Worcester water car- 
riers made in the late 19th 
century sold for $240 at a

ment. I don’t know what 
is. I think it was part of 
a home library. Can you 
help? 

A: You have a ladies’ work 
table, probably from the 
late Victorian era. Sewing 
or work tables originated 
in England about 1770 and 
were used in America af- 
ter the Revolutionary War. 
Women gathered in a par- 
lor and worked around a 
small table with a surface 
for writing, needlework 
or other activities. Early 
work tables were Sheraton 
or Empire and often made 
of mahogany. They had a 
drawer or two for storage. 
Later Victorian tables were 
heavily carved with turned 
scroll legs. Most had an 
extra storage compartment 
under the-top -- either a 
cloth sack or a compart- 
ment under the central 
drawer. Ladies’ work ta- 
bles auction for about $225 
to $600.
